U.S. Concert Pianist 
William Kapell Dies 


SAN FRANCISCO WP)—Two 


minutes from its destination, a 
four-engine trans-Pacific plane 
from Australia rocketed into a 
fog-hidden hill Thursday and all 
19 persons aboard died in the 
flaming wreckage. 


The brilliant young American 


concert pianist, William Kapell, 
31, of New York, was among the 
11 -passengers and eight crew- 
men so close to safe arrival at 
San Francisco International Air- 
port when the British Common- 
wealth Pacific Airlines plane 
crashed. He was returning from 
a tour of Australia. 
(Kapell appeared with the 


Lincoln Symphony Orechestra in 
concert on two occasions. His 
first Lincoln concert was in Jan- 
nary, 1945, and the second on 
May 1, 1951.)

All Within A Week 


Tht President was discovering that the 


pressures to which his office subjects him 
arc a little bit difficult sometimes to reconcile 
jvith high-minded, sound conceptions of the 
office. 


A week ago Mr. Eisenhower told newsmen 


he wasn't going to use the presidency as a 
campaign Instrument in partisan elections 
and would stay out of strictly local political 
•craps. GOP National Chairman Hall had a 
chat with the President alter Mr. Eisenhower 
outlined his views. Others, we assume, in- 
cluding Republican members of Congress, not 
a little bit bewildered and somewhat con- 
cerned over the Democratic victory in the 
Wisconsin House district which never be- 
fore had sent a Democrat to Washington, may 
have contributed a little talk. So at his press 
Conference Wednesday, the President told the 
representatives of the press that he is in- 
terested in Republican organization and in 
keeping Congress under GOP control. 


And that is that. 


In seven days the President in a measure 


finds it necessary to eat his own words. Even- 
after Mr. Eisenhower had outlined what ap- 
peared to be a lofty conception of President, 
the trip to the Southwest from which he re- 
turned presented its contradiction. He at- 
tended several Republican political rallies. He 
issued a statement favoring the election of 
the Republican candidate for the office of 
mayor of New York City. He said he hoped 
1o see Sen. Leverett Saltonstall and Gov. 
Christian Herter of Massachusets, re-elected. 
All of that is understandable enough and is 
to be expected. And at the same time, it 
collides violently with the idea that the White 
House is above politics and wholly removed 
from partisanship. It never can be. 


If the President gives an impression of con- 


fusion and uncertainty, of changing his mind 
from one day to another, one explanation 
could be fhat the job he occupies actually 
isn't the job he thought it was. 


What Is The Ceiling? 


What amount can the American people af- 


ford to spend annually towards the conserva- 
tion of natural resources? 
More than a shift 


from Washington to Denver seems to be in- 
volved in the announcement by the Reclama- 
tion Bureau of the Department of Interior 
Wednesday that many of its major activities 
will move west. 


Reclamation Bureau structure as it now 


exists, the assistant secretary of the interior, 
Fred G. Aandahl, said, was set up several 
years ago in the anticipation that the con- 
struction program would run from 500 to 700 
million dollars annually. However, Mr. Aan- 
dahl continued, top appropriations never 
reached more than about 300 million dollars 
a year, and currently are running at only 
about half that amount. The new organiza- 
tion contemplates a continuing construction 
program around 150 million dollars a year, 
although next year's budget request probably 
will be slightly less •than the one for the cur- 
rent year for which Congress voted 147 mil- 
lion dollars.

Of Men And Things 


Everybody's business Is nobody's business, 


It has been said. At tbe Lancaster County 
courthouse, County Attorney Frederick Wag-- 
ener was giving thought to action looking 
towards recovery of an estimated 550,000 of 
gasoline funds which the county did not get 
due to the delay of applying a new formula 
for reapportioniiig gasoline tax money among 
tbe 93 counties of the state. 


Ordinarily when money is due to a re- 


cipient, that recipient knows how much is 
due him and see to it that he collects. That 
does not seem to be the case in applying the 
new reapportionment formula approved by 
the Legislature in 1945 to determine appor- 


tionment to the counties 
of gasoline tax funds due 
the counties. 
That new 


apportionm e n t formula 
•was based upon popula- 


tion gains or losses determined by the census 
of 1950—and upon car registrations within 
the counties. There may have been some 
mitigating circumstances for the delay in ap- 
plying the new formula. 
If official figures 


were to be used, the rural census within the 
counties generally follows announcement of 
the population count for towns and cities by 
several months. Here it is, near the close of 
1953—three years after the census was taken 
—and the assumption naturally is that the 
official census figures for both rural and 
urban population in all of the 93 Nebraska 
counties were available months ago.

It is quite obvious that this administration 


plans to slow down the pace cf development.

At 
present he is engaged in opening 
up more avenues of information 
to the public: also has brought 
Henry Suydam, editor of the 
Newark, N.J., News and former 
press aide to Charles Evans 
Hughes, to take over State De- 
partment public relations. 


Compared with other Eisen- 


hower officials, the State De- 
partment today shines as a bea- 
con of light when it comes to 
giving information to the public. 


Most people don't realize how 


much behind-the-scenes work 
goes into the holdiig of a State 
Department p r e s s conference. 
Actually, the secretary of state 
besins preparing for the confer- 
ence one hour in advance. At 10 
a.m. his top officials come in to 
brief him on the latest news 
from Trieste. Israel, Korea, and 
other trouble spots. They also 
bring him a -written summary of

—information he may need to 
answer scores of questions fired 
by 100 or so newsmen.

conference digest is prepared 
from the stenographic notes, and 
a copy sent to Dulles for correc- 
tion. It then goes to every top 
officer in the State Department 
so they will know exactly what 
their chief has said and make no 
counter-statements. 


After lunch, newsreels and ra- 


dio networks pick out a couple 
of paragraphs from the steno- 
graphic record, and the secre- 
tary of state comes back to the 
press-conference a u d i t o r i u m , 
reads these paragraphs in front 
of the klicg lights, while the 
newsreels grind out the picture 
for TV and movie trade. 


This takes up a good part of 


one day in the life of the secre- 
tary of state.

WASHINGTON—The complaint 


of many working newspapermen 
in Washington is that the flow of 
news has been greatly reduced 
in recent months. The adminis- 
tration is accused of applying a 
deliberately 
restrictive 
policy 


that puts a curb on everyone at 
the top level. 


The case was well stated by 


Raymond P. Brandt, veteran cor- 
respondent of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, in his television debate 
with James Hagerty, President 
Eisenhower's 
press 
secretary. 


Brandt accused the administra- 
tion of seeking to prevent all dis- 
cussion and speculation about im- 
pending decisions until they were 
presented as accomplished fact 
through official announcement.

There are those in the admin- 


istration, however, who consider 
this a dubious course and they 
have continued to argue against 
it. They believe it will make the 
individual a martyr. But. more 
important, they fear that the ef- 
fect will be to narrow still fur- 
ther the flow of news essential 
to public understanding. 


The system of leaks and coun- 


ter-leaks in Washington has a 
pernicious side. It has been used 
in past years as an instrument 
of 
bureaucratic warfare. 
At 


times this warfare has spread 
through whole government de- 
partments. 
During the battle over unifica- 


tion of the Armed Services in 1947 
Army. Navy and Air Force, and 
particularly the last two. dug in 
for a siege. Leaks and counter- 
leaks from classified material 
were used by all sides. The Navy 
established a sort of underground 
office to which newspapermen 
were summoned. All this spread 
confusion and uncertainty. 


Toward the end of World War 


II when tbe situation in India was 
especially tense, a confidential 
report by an American diplomat 
on the folly of the British was 
Jcaked from the Slate Depart- 
ment This had unfortunate con- 
sequences in London, New Delhi 
and Washington. But in the view 
of this observer it would be dif- 
ficult to make a case under pres- 
ent laws that the consequences 
of any leak has actually en- 
dangered 
American 
security. 


What is needed is a vigorous 
policy to release all information 
that cannot be directly judged as 
firmish'ng military data to a 
potential enemy.

Football Attendance Down; Border Loop Sets Pace 
Big Seven Drops 4.37% 
From Last Year's Gate 


By HUGH FULLERTON JR. 
NEW YORK W>-Football at- 


tendance at major college games 
foil off a bit during the first half 
of the 1953 season, but the Ivy 
League, the Border Conference 
and two of the south's three major 
leagues showed there's nothing 
wrong that a few rousing games 
tnd aroused alumni can't cure. 


The Ivy c r o u p admittedly 


doesn't produce the best football 
IB -the world and it counts on the 
"family" attendance of old grads, 
students and their friends and rel- 
atives to fill the stadium seats. 
But the Ivy Colleges and t h e 
comparatively small Border Con- 
ference registered the two bin 
fains In attendance during Sep- 
tember and October while the big 
time leagues were losing ground. 


The eight Ivy schools have 
dayed 27 games so far and have 
ind an average attendance 
o f 


23,873. That's just 1,000 a game 
more than the figure for 28 games 
at the same stage of the 1952 sea- 
son—or an increase of 4.37 per 
cent. 
The seven-school Border Con- 


ference in 23 games, has shown a 
4.48 per cent improvement over 
last year's attendance figures with 
an average of 10,482 per game. 


The Southern and Southeastern 


Conferences were the only other 
major croups to turn in improved 
attendance figures for the mid- 
season Associated Press survey. 
The Southern, minus seven mem- 
bers which dropped out to form 
the Atlantic Coast Conference, is 
up 1.18 per cent In attendance 
while crowds at Southeastern Con- 
ference fames have increased by 
0.79 per cent. 
The Atlantic Coast Conferences 


colleges, which felt they had out- 
stripped the other members of 
the old league, haven't been do- 
ing as weU as usual. Due in part 
to the losses at North Carolina, 


where the effects of a couple of 
bad seasons are being felt, at- 
tendance for this group is down 
more than 10 per cent 


On a national scale, the attend- 


ance decline doesn't amount to a 
great deal and the November big 
games may change the whole st- 
uaition. The reason most fre- 
quently 
offered 
to explain the 


dwindling crowds was "unattrac- 
tive schedules"—including fewer 
"big" games and changes in the 
sites of important contests. 


The figures reveal that the 


members of eleven major confer- 
ences, plus 14 "major" independ- 
ents, have played fewer games so 
far than they had at this time a 
year ago. And when the attend- 
ance figures are totaled up, the 
decline in attendance comes out 
at 3.335 per cent. 


Last year in 324 games, t h e 


teams drew 7,800,850 spectators, 
an average of 24,077 per game. 
This year they have played to 
7,168,514 in 308 games, for 
a 


23,274 average—just 803 fewer per 
game.

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Football Attendance Down; Border Loop Sets Pace 
Big Seven Drops 4.37% 
From Last Year's Gate

UP) Football 
at­ 
tendance at major college games 
fell off a bit du ring the first half 
of the 1953 season, bu t the Ivy 
League, 
the Border Conference 
and two of the sou th’s three major 
leagues showed there’s nothing 
wrong that a few rou sing games 
and arou sed alu mni can’t cu re. 
The Ivy 
gr o u p 
admittedly 
doesn’t produce the best football 
in the world and it counts on the 
“ family” attendance of old grads, 
students and their friends and rel­ 
atives to fill the stadium seats. 
Hut the Ivy Colleges anil 
t h e 
comparatively small Border Con­ 
ference registered the two big 
gains in attendance during Sep­ 
tember and October while the big 
time leagues were losing ground. 
The 
eight Ivy 
schools 
have 
played 27 games so far and have 
hnd an average attendance 
o f 
23.873. That's ju st 1,000 a game 
more than the figu re for 28 games 
at the same stage of the 1952 sea­ 
son—or an increase of 
4.37 per 
cent. 
The seven-school Border Con­ 
ference in 23 games, has shown a 
4 48 per cent improvement over 
last year's attendance figu res with 
an average of 10.48 2 per game. 
The Southern and Southeastern 
Conferences were the only other 
major groups to turn in improved 
attendance figures for the mid- 
season Associated Press survey. 
The Southern, minus seven mem­ 
bers which dropped out to form 
the Atlantic Coast Conference, is 
up 1.18 
per cent in 
attendance 
white crowds at Southeastern Con­ 
ference games have increased by 
0.7» per cent. 
The Atlantic Coast Conferences 
colleges, which felt they had ou t­ 
stripped the other members of 
the old leagu e, haven’t been do­ 
ing as well as u su al. Du e in part 
to the losses at North Carolina, 


where the effects of a cou ple of 
bad seasons are being felt, at­ 
tendance for this grou p is down 
more than 10 per cent 
..................... 
On a national scale, the attend­ 
ance decline doesn’t amou nt to a 
great deal and the November big 
games m ay change the whole st- 
u aition. 
The reason 
most fre­ 
qu ently 
offered 
to explain the 
dwindling crowds was “ u nattrac­ 
tive schedu les” —inclu ding fewer 
“ big” games and changes in the 
sites of important contests. 
The figures reveal that 
t h e 
members of eleven major confer­ 
ences, plus 11 “ major” independ­ 
ents, have played fewer games so 
far than they had at this time a 
year ago. And when the attend­ 
ance figures are totaled up, the 
decline in attendance comes out 
at 3.335 per cent. 
Last year m 324 games, 
t h e 
teams drew 7,M0,8 50 spectators, 
an average of 24.077 per game. 
This year they have played to 
7,168 .514 
in 308 
games, for 
a 
23.274 average—ju st 8 03 fewer per 
game.
